THE STOCK MARKET, 


New York, April 4. The interest and 


the principal activity in the stock mar- 
ket today were in tlie -first hour. The 


at tin- opening was caused by the 


scramble to execute all at once buying or- 
ders for several thousand sharps in each 
of the leading stocks. These orders were 
placed by iitghtened bears who «aw a 
warning in the very buoyant tone as- 
sumed by American securto'^ on foreign 
exchanges and who had in mind the Had 
experiences of the shorts of last Mon- 
day. Upon tbe execution of this mass of 
idcrs at the opening, orim* promptly 
sold off again. The decline was arrested 
when rather more than one-hnlf of the 
advance hnd been wiped out. The trans- 
actions for the remainder of the day 
were small and fluctuatiops were narrow 
outside a few special cafes and thero 
was little interest of impn-taiice in the 
stock market. Notwithstanding the later 
woaknes, not gams of from 1 to over 2 
point* were saved for nearly all the ac- 
tive stocks. The opening ju-np in price 
was in sympathy with the buoyancy of 
Americans in foreign exchanges where 
the reported mediation of the Pope be- 
lucen the U. S. and Spain ivas viewed 
at* of the utmost importance.
